Senator 0. W. Johnson and Assembly- 


man John Uixon were present at a spec- 
ial meeting of the city eouncilmcn held 
in the mayor's office at. the city hall Sat- 
urday evening for the purpose of consid- 
ering the advisability of endorsing a bill 
now before the state. legislature repealing 
the special charters of all second, third 
and fourth class cities in the state adopt- 
ing « general charter. The word '•'sec- 
ond" is superfluous just at; this time a* 
there are no second class cities in this 
state. Uaeine comes in the third class. 
Second eltiss arc municipalities with .1 
population of 40,000 or over, but at.the 
rate the population of this city is In- 
creasing only a few years will have to 
elapse before it moves up into the .second 
das-. 


It took quite a while to get a quorum 


together, considerable telephoning having 
•to be done. At 8:30 President Epstein 
of the solons called the. meeting to or- 
der. The following officials were present:

George Washington was born in West- 


moreland county. Virginia. February 22, 
1732. Ills education was confined 
to 


reading, writing, arithmetic, lioojjjcw'pmg 
and land surveying, then considered an 
important acquisition. He was fond of 
military and athletic exercises and at the 
ngc of in, at ihc beginning of the seven 
vcars' war. he was appointed adjutant of 
the provincial troops and on account of 
his distinguished service was repeatedly 
promoted until he became cnmmander-in- 
chief of the continental forces of the war 
of the American revolution. On' Decem- 
ber -23. 17R3 he brought the war against 
Knsrhind for the independence 
of 
the 


thirteen colonies, to a successful ending 
and timi retired from the army. The 
federation of states having failed to give 
an 
efficient 
government. Washington 


proposed 
conventions 
for 
commercial 


purposes, which were held and at whieh 
wns formed the present federal constitu- 
tion. Under (his constitution 
he was 


chosen president, and inaugurated at 
New York.

Lent was and is observed for a two- 


fold purpose to commemorate our Lord'* 
fastings, 
temptations, 
sufferings 
and 


death, and to prepare for the celebration 
of the resurrection In rjurtaking of the 
holy communion, 00 Eaater day. 
Sun- 


days are i'east days, and therefore they 
are not .of Lent, but are Sundays in 
Lent. All the days of Lent are either 
fast days or days of abstinence, l-'ast, 
strictly speaking, is total cessation from 
food and drink, such aa ia commonly ob- 
served on Ash Wednesday and Good Fri- 
day. In its ordinary sense it i« a depri- 
vation of one or more meals daily. In 
the early church but one meal was al- 
lowed in the evening, and subsequently 
a. light collation in the middle of the day 
was permitted. Jlv abstinence i« meant 
the refraining from, fresh meat, or the 
particular food or luxury—such as smok- 
ing—one is most addicted io.' .-Thus by 
serif-denial the will is strengthened and 
the character formed.

THE ANTI-TRUST BILL

Judge Grosscup decides that this de-

lie decides that the govern- 


ment's complaint shows the packers are 
engaged 
ill interstate commerce. 
He 


decides that it shows a case of unlawful 
combination in restrain of trade. 
He 


decides that tae government has made 
out a prima facie case of violation of 
t.ie law by the packers, who. therefore, 
if they wish to escape from the prohibi- 
tion laid upon them by the courts, must 
come in and show that the evidence does 
not sustain the charge. As the court 
says: 


"There can be no doubt that the agree- 


ment of the defendants to refrain from 
bidding against each other in the pur- 
chase of cattle is a combination in re- 
straint of trndc: so, also, their agree- 
ment lo bid up prices to stimulate ship- 
ments, intending to cease from bidding 
when the s-hipmcnts have arrived. The 
same result follows when we turn to the

meat shipped to their agents or their 
customers. Such 
agreements 
can

nothing less thnii restriction upon com- 
petition, and, therefore, combination in 
restraint of trade." 


For these reasons the court overrules 


the demurrer of the packers and grants 
a 
preliminary 
injunction 
forbidding \ 


them to persist in the acts complained 
of. That is to say, the court continues 
the prohibition alreftdy laid upon the 
packers until such time as they shall 
come into court and show that the evi- 
dence offered in support of the charge 
against them is either false or is misin- 
terpreted 
by the government and

shall prove that they have not been vio- 
lating the law as charged. In a word,

That the sentiment in Wisconsin in favor 
of a sweeping primary election law is not 
unanimous is shown by a protest to be 
filed against such a measure by citixtns' 
of Racine. A meeting was held in that 
city Saturday evening which was attend- 
ed by Republicans and Democrats alike, 
the object being to perfect an organiza- 
tion and to appoint a committee to lay 
the protest before the legislature.

tion law. 
.If the election of Gov. La Fol- 


lettf is to be taken as an indorsement 
of a specific measure, that measure must 
he the Stevens bill, which Gov. La Fol- 
Iftte demanded two years ago and upon 
the defeat of which he joined issues with 
the members of the legislature who had 
opposed its passage. 


On the other hand, if a specific bill has 


not been indorsed, it is the duty of the 
two houses to agree upon a law that 
most nearly meets with the approval of 
the members themselves. They have no 
right to ignore or to refuse to give re- 
Hpet-tful consideration to appeals like the 
one to be made next Thursday by "the 
people" of Racine who object to the radi- 
cal bill now awaiting action by the sen- 


ate. 
An expression of this kind coining 


to the legislature back ed signed peti- 
tions is a definite command from the 
people who are speaking upon a specific 
f|ue*tion. So far as that particular ques- 
tion is concerned it should be given more 
wieght than an alleged indorsement of a 
measure which was complicated in the 
public mind with other, and more popu- 
lar, issues involved in the campaign.

Senator 0. W. Johnson and Assembly- 


man John Dixon were present at a spec- 
ial meeting of the city councilmcn held 
in the mayor's oflice at the city hall Sat- 
urday evening for the purpose of consid- 
ering the advisability of endorsing a bill 
now before the state legislature repealing 
the special charters of all second, third 
and fourth class cities in the state adopt- 
ing a general charter. The word "sec- 
ond" is superfluous just, at this time as 
there are no second class cities in this 
state. Racine comes in the third class. 
Second class arc municipalities with a 
population of iOjOOO or over, but at "the 
rate the population of this city is in- 
creasing only a few years will have to 
elapse before it moves up into the second 
class. 


It took quite a while to get a quorum 


together, considerable telephoning haying 
to be done.

Under the old char- 
ter the maximum amount that can be ap- 
propriated for the fire department

•$10,000. This is not sufficient to run the 
department. Besides the $10.000 set aside 
for the firemen, the department is allow- 
ed the revenues paid into the city treas- 
ury by the different fire insurance com- 
panies amounting to about S2,500. With 
t.his money added to the city appropria- 
tion tho department is getting 
along 


fairly well. But the time is coming when 
even a much greater appropriation will 
be. necessary for this department. 
The 


hydrant rental and police fund are also 
in about the same condition. The city is 
growing rapidly and it will not be very 
long before a decided change, in the char- 
ter will be necessary. 


The annual appropriation set aside for 


the police department is S10.000. 
This 


department is now conducted on a very 
economical basis and it is difficult to con- 
fine itself to the amount allowed. The 
city needs more officers. In years yet to 
iome a greater number of patrolmen will 
he necessary. 


The most important fund that is nec- 


essarily kept down is the hydrant rental 
fund. The maximum appropriation to be 
made for this fund is $15,000. It is cost- 
ing the city at the present time about 
$18,500 to pay the running expenses of 
this fund. 
Therefore, the old charter is 


violated in some respects. 
The amount 


allowed for other funds is sufficient to 
keep from further violation of 
the old 


charter for a long time to come. 


Under the general charter 
the

would be empowered to collect an annual 
tax of $000,000, which means that taxes 
can be increased to

.-.mount raised last year. Mayor Higgins 
does.not favor this clause for he thinks 
the amount is too large to be left to 
the discretion of the city council.

Washington's birthday, the first presi- 
dent and father of the United States. It 
no doubt was observed universally, and 
especially to some extent in religious 
circles. 


As the anniversary and birth of this 


noble American happened to fall on a 
Sabbath this year, the commercial world 
in. general, as far aa possible, has set 
apart .today (Monday.):, on,,,which to pay 
additional and .deserving ^'respect to 
his 


memory.' .This is being: done by the par- 
tial suspension of business, exchange and 
manufacturing operations, banks '.and 
some .public institutions being closed, all 
day, and factories part of the day. 


In Racine the occasion was observed 


three fold. In the public schools patri- 
otic exercises were held Friday afternoon, 
yesterday 
forenoon ini the 
various 


churches some of the pastors lent color 
of patriotism to the services bjr touching 
upon his life and charactqr in the course 
of their sermons., while/today all the 
banks and public schools are closed. Old 
Glory was also hoisted on some of the 
public and private buildings Sunday. 


C4eorge Washington was born in West-, 


moreland county. Virginia, February 22, 
1732. His education 
wan confined to 


reading, writing-,. arithmetic, bo.QJjJfeeping 
.and land surveying, then considered an 
important acquisition. He was fond of 
military and athletic exercises and at the 
age of 1!), at the beginning of the seven 
years' war, he was appointed adjutant of 
the provincial troops and on account of 
his distinguished service was repeatedly 
promoted until he became comnm'nder-in- 
chief of the continental forces of the war 
of the American revolution. Oil' Decem- 
ber 23.. 1783 lie brought the war against 
England for the independence 
of 
the 


thirteen colonies, to a successful ending 
and then retired from the army. The 
federation of states .having- failed to give 
an 
efficient 
government, Washington 


proposed 
conventions for 
commercial 


purposes, which were held and at which 
was formed the present federal constitu- 
tion. Under this constitution 
he was 


chosen president, and inaugurated at 
Xew York, April 30, 1780. Having serv- 
ed two terms he refused an election to 
the third. On December 12, 1700, he was 
exposed" in the saddle to cold.and snow, 
resulting in an attack of acute laryngitis, 
from which death ensued two days later. 
Among his last words were "I die hard, 
but I am not afraid to go." lie deserved 
the reuord given him, namely: "First in 
peace, first, in war and first in the hearts 
of his countrvmen."

There are only a few dajs 
leu tor the people who are fond of. gayc- 
ty for indulging in-their various pas- 
times.-The-end of:the social functions 
will come next Tuesday, and thereafter; 
for forty days few social functions will 
be scheduled. The dound up, however^ for 
the season will be crowded with gay 
events at the different'1 city homes and 
other places of amusements. 


The essentials of-Lent are humiliation,; 


fasting, prayer, almsgiving and preach' 
ing of the word. The custom undoubt- 
edly originated in apostolic times, and, 
if not originated by the apostles them- 
selves, received their sanction. 


Lent was. and is observed for a two- 


fold purpose to commemorate our Lord's 
fastings, 
temptations, sufferings 
and 


death, and to prepare for,the celebration 
of the resurrection, in partaking of the 
holy communion, on Easter day. Sun- 
days are ieast days, and therefore they 
are 
not ^of Lent, but are Sundays in 


Lent. All.the days of Lent are either 
fast days or days of abstinence. Fast, 
strictly speaking, is total cessation from 
food and drink, such as is commonly ob- 
served on Ash Wednesday and Good Fri- 
day. .In its ordinary sense it is a depri- 
vation of one or more meals daily. In 
the early, church: but one meal was al- 
lowed iu the evening, and subsequently 
a light collation in the middle of the day: 
was permitted. By abstinence is meant 
the refraining from fresh,meat, or the 
particular food or luxury.—such'ias smok- 
ing—one is most addicted to/v.Thus by 
s»!f-demal the .will; is 'strengthened and 
the character formed.

does conduct such business, which shall 
become a member of any trust or pool 
to regulate or fix the price of any article 
of manufacture shall be adjusted guilty 
of a conspiracy. 


"All agreements made with a view to 


lessen or which tend to lessen free com- 
petition in the importation, manufacture 
or sale of any article in this state shall 
be deemed guilty of conspiracy

fraud. 


"It is made unlawful for any corpora- 


tion to issue or to own trust certificates.

Mynn school and.it is a pleasure, to re 
port upon the excellent work that is be 
ing done in each oi the several room; 
that I visited. It was apparent 
tha 


botli teachers and pupils felt a common 
clable pride in -their new building, with 
its spacious halls, its large, well venti 
la ted rooms and its general adaptation 
to the comfort of its occupants. 


The moat casual observer, if at all fa 


miliar with school work, would approv 
the conditions that seemed to prevail i 
every room, the atmosphere of enthusias 
tic interest pervaded the place, and every 
exercise was a credit to both teacher an" 
pupil. 


A leisure hour could not be more pleas 


antly or profitably spent than in visitin 
such a school, and it is well to remembe 
that from such training Racine must ex- 
pect to reap a harvest of good citizen- 
shin.

Julius, the little son of TVlr. and Mrs.' 


August Kortcmeier, died afc the family 
residence, 1S32 North Chatham street, 
last night. Death had been hourly ex- 
pected for the past two days. At 11:30 
o'clock he answered the final summons of 
his Maker. Until about five days ago 
the attending physician had hopes of 
saving the child's life, but instead of 
showing any improvement his condition 
became worse. The doctor said 
that 


rhile he was critically ill there was still 
hope. However, he gave the family but 
liule encouragement and three days ago 
said the child would die. 


The grief stricken parents were at the 


bedside continually and gave their son 
the best medical attention and care. For ! 
tno past forty-eight hours they were 
constantly at his bedside, as they, too, 
realized the end was near. The boy suf- 
fered intensely-from a burning fever. For 
a long time prior to his demise he was 
semi-conscious and was unable to take 
but 
a very small-quantity : of liquid 


nourishment. 
Death finally 
mercifully 


ended his sufferings. 


Miss Oliver calle'd at the Kortemeier 


residence last night nnd remained during 
the death of the child. She is-deeply 
grieved over the occurrence and is almost 
prostrated. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Kortc- 


meier exonerate her from all blame over 
the sickness and death of their son. 
It 


is to be regretted try the public at large 
that such reports of this kind are put in 
circulation. 


Miss Oliver was born and raised in Ra- 


cine. She is a graduate of the Janes 
and High school, and has been employed 
iu the city as-a teacher for a number of 
years. She bears-the reputation among 
her co-workers as an exceptionally good 
instructress. She-is a young lady pos- 
sessing a light ji-cjirffid disposition and 
has an interesting persotnlity. 


Dr. John Moaebem. who had charge of 


the case during the latter part of the 
child's illness, was seen by a Journal re- 
porter this morning. He stated . that 
when called to 'attend tlie sick hoy, he 
found him to be suffering with menin- 
gitis, or inflammation of the brain's cov- 
erings of a rapidly progressive nature. 
He also mentioned that the disease in 
question might have arisen from tiny one 
of half a dozen different causes, namely: 
Exposure to cold, a fall or severe injury 
to the head, different varieties of fever 
affecting other organs of the body. These 
foregoing causes may have all brought 
about inflammation of the coverings of 
the brain. 


Among the commonest causes is tu- 


berculosis in some other 
part of 
the 


body. The 
disease occasionally arises 


idiopathically. that is, without apparent 
cause. When fully developed the. disease 
in question is almost, certain to end in 
death.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—In the pres- 


ence of aa assemblage of distinguished 
people, including the president of 'the 
United States, members of the cabinet 
and of congress, justices of the supreme 
court, representatives of foreign powers 
and others eminent in the life of the na- 
tion the corner stone of the army war 
college was laid here today with impres- 
sive military and Masonic ceremonies. 


The occasion was rendered especially 


notable and interesting by addresses de- 
livered by President Roosevelt, Secre 
tory of War Pioot and Maj. Gen. S. M. 
B. Young, president of the war college. 
The site selected for the new building is 
on the reservation of the Washington 
barracks at the foot of i'/i street. To- 
day's .ceremonies marked the beginnin; 
of a project which has been fostered by 
the president. Seeriit-ary Koot and oth- 
ers interested in, the advancement .and 
thorough training.of the United States 
army. While the foundation of the new 
structure, 
which., is to be - practically 


unique, has been-.-only- just begun,: the 
plans contemplated: by the war depart- 
ment and by congress include the. oo,n 
struction of an entirely new/set of build 
ings' on the arsenal 
grounds. Amortj 


other structures, there will be a hospital 
barracks, officers' quarters and an ad 
ministration building, all to be hand 
some and of the most approved architec 
tural design. The army 
war 
college 


grounds have been selected as the site 
01 tne statue of Frederick the Grea 
which Emperor William has proposed t< 
present 
to the people of the Cnitei 


States. A picturesque feature 
of th 


ceremonies today was the presentation 
of the military. About 1,000 troops rep 
resenting the various branches of th 
war service took part in the exercises 
They were drawn from the several army 
posts in Washington and vicinity am 
were in command of Maj. W. M. Blac! 
of the corps of engineers. 


President Roosevelt, accompanied b 


his military aide, Col. Theodore A. Bing 
liam, leit the White House in a earring 
at 11 o'clock. He was escorted to th 
war college grounds by Troop E of th 
Third cavalry. In other carriages mem- 
ber* of the cabinet 
accompanied the 


president. 
Two non-commissiansd 
ofli- 


• cers, both skilled horsemen, rode on each 
side of the president's carriage; to con- 
trol the horses in ease they were fright- 
ened by the firing of salutes or other- 
wise, and two privates were detailed to 
each of the other carriages as a precau- 
tion against accidents. As the president 
and party entered the grounds the pres- 


ent as well. It cannot bear these re- 
ponsioilitiea aright unless its Voice is 
otent foe peace and justice, and its 
pice'can bo potent for peace mid jus- 
ice only on condition of its being ;thor- 
ughly understood that we ask peace, 
ot in the spirit of the weakling and the 
raven but with the assured sclf-conft- 
ence of the just man armed (loud ap- 
lause.) 
So much, for the lesson to be learned 
y our people from the movement in 
,-hich the erection of this building is a 
iart.

MUST BE-READY FOR WAR. 


Now a word to the officers and enlist- 


id men of the army. The last two or 
hree years have witnessed a notable 
nvakening in our people to the well be- 
n of the army. Our people are under- 
landing as never before the fact that 
he army, like the nnvy, will do well in 
var mainly in proportion as it has been 
jrepared well in peace; that after ^the 
war has begun it is too late for us to 
irepare, for the victory. Defeat 
will 


ome iiievitably and surely if the pre- 
paration is -put off until the war begins, 
and victory will come if it has been pre- 
mred for in time of peace and on no 
ither terms. 


OUR CITIZEN SOLDIERS. 


During the session of congress that 


:s now closing we have seen the first 
stride 
taken in putting the national 


guard, the militia of the country on a 
:ooting of efficiency, the first Jong stride 
taken on the lines marked out by Wash- 
ngton himself, the first successful meth- •; 
od to put into,effect Washington's plea 
which for one hundred and. ten years 
was disregarded by our people and again, 
the first long stride has been taken to- 
ward the modernization, toward increas- 
ing the efficiency of the army in accord- 
ance with modern methods as devised 
by Gen. Sherman over a quarter of a 
century'ago. It takes time and thought 
and care to work out necessary reforms. 


OBSTRUCTIONS OVERCOME. 


They don't come in a jump. All kinds 


of obstructions of deliberate purposes, 
obstructions 
of mere inertia, obstruc- 


tions of carelessness have to be met with 
and overcome, but at last they are over- 
come if only a sufficient intensity of pur- 
pose lies behind those backing the re- 
form. ' And' now these great steps have 
been taken. Methods have been provid- 
ed for securing the increased efficiency 
of. the army,, and.it-rests with the army 
itself to profit by what has been done. 
More and mpro it has become evident in 
modern war that the efficiency of the 
unit, of the-Individual officer and'the 
individual enlisted man is going-to be 
the prime.factor, in deciding the fate of 
fought fields. The exercises of the bar- 
racks and the parade ground do not 
Blake 
five per cent of tile 
necessary 


training. They are 
very spectacular, 


serve a good purpose and must be well 
done, but they count for but the small- 
est part in tlie qualities, the. sum of 
which make the army effective, or inef- 
fective 
in actual service. 
Officer 
and 


man alike must be trained to the high- 
est point in the theory and in the prac- 
tice of the profession. The 
forces 
of 


mere truism say that if they are trained 
in the theory without the crowning of 
practice they will amount to nothing, 
but they must have the training and 
theory too. They must have training or. 
they 'never can reach the highest 'stand- 
ard'of perfection ill their art. 
The army 


ot tlie United States is. and it is not de- 
sirable that it should be other than a 
small army relatively to the population 
of the country, but we have n right to 
expect that that small army shall rep- 
resent for its size the very highest point 
of efficiency of any army in the civilized 
world. (Applause) and I have the most 
absolute faith that to that degree of effi- 
ciency it will attain, and that it will at- 
tain'it'in no small part because of the 
wise and .zealous use it will make of the 
opportunities, afforded by the erection 
of this very building. 
(Loud and con- 


tinuous applause.)

OSHKOSH. Feb. 21.—Mrs. Betsy Has- 


brouck was 103 years old yesterday. For 
four months she has been bedridden and 
in consequence could not celebrate the 
jmmversnry as hns been her custom. She 
told the newspaper reporter who visited 
her that she did not expect to live for 
another birthday. Although she is weak 
nnd unable to be out of bed she has no 
disease. Her lungs are sound, and her 
heart aetion good. She was able to meet 
a very few of her relatives and more in- 
timate friends, but there was no recep- 
tion. Up to the time she was 100 years 
of age. she looked forward to that great 
anniversary with anticipation, but since 
then she has gradually dec-lined.

1S22 Xorth 
Chatham street, occupies a siek chamber 
in his home near death's door.

thought that the boy will not survive 
the day. brain fever being the cause of 
his condition, which has so fur develop- 
ed that his death is inevitable.

th?rc is life there is hope. bur. all. hope 
seems to have vanished and now

mournful parents are waiting for the fa- 
tal end. 


The direct cause of the boy's .illness is 


attributed—by the 
family—to 
punish 


ment he received at the hands of one of 
the teachers. Miss Olive Oliver, in the 
Janes school'many days ago. So posi- 
tive are the parents that the instructress 
is responsible for their son's illness that 
they are determined to bring the matter 
before the board of education for a com- 
jdete investigation. 


Miss Oliver, through Principal Xe Col- 


lin*. professes her innocence. She claims 
the. boy was not punished in tiny way by 
her since last 
September. 
The boy's 


schoolmates -tell a different story. The 
Journal does not desire to make any ac- 
cusations, but as the case is being talked 
over in nearly every household on the 
north side, it is warranted in giving a 
plain presentation of the facts as near 
as can be ascertained. 


A visit was made to the Kortemeier 


residence. The physician attending the 
patient, stated to the representative that 
it was hi? wish to have him talk to the 
parents kindly and considerately as be 
expected a death there before morning, 
YOien assured that he would be careful 
what was said, the doctor gave his per- 
mission to have the parents interviewed. 
Mr. and Mrs. Konemeier were home. Two 
married ladies, friends of the family were 
also present. 


Mrs. Kortemeier has not mastered the

He too. saw the teacher strike the 
boy with the book over the head that 
particular morning and his story corro- 
borated the statement made 03- the Da. 
vis boy.

told how she sent her husband to 
the 


school to talk to the teacher abcut pun- 
ishing her son. The officer got her prom- 
ise never to strike her boy

George Harms, a son of Henry Harms,

Xorth Main street., told of seeing 


the teacher strike the boy on the head 
with the. book and hearing'him complain 
of headaches thereafter. 


While the case is being talked over by 


the students in the school. Supt. Bell and 
Principal Xe Collins claimed 
to know 


nothing about the matter. Mr. Xe Col- 
lins said he was aware of the fact that 
the boy was absent on account of sick- 
ness. Mr. Bell said he always made it 
a rule to have no teachers punish their 
pupils about the head. This was brought 
before them most emphatically just after 
the commencement of the fall term. He 
thought the story was greatly exagger- 
ated and the teacher was not at fault. 
Mr. Xe Collins agreed to bring the mat- 
ter before Miss Oliver, wbo claimed she 
had not struck the boy in any way since 
early last fill!. 


The physician attending the case stat- 


ed to the parents, so say Mr. and 'Mrs. 
Kortemeier, that evidently the boy was 
injured on the head in some way. 
He 


said that the injury had developed into 
illness of a tuberculosis nature and death 
would come sooner or later. Mr. Bell 
rather believed that, the story was with- 
out foundation. 
He regretted to learn 


of the reports in circulation. Miss Oli- 
ver bears an excellent reputation about 
the city as a lady of culture and quality 
and it is regretted by her friends that 
such accusations should have been made 
against her. 


MR. XE COLLINS TALKS.

I ject of my visit was to investigate the

Some friends of the fam- 
ily were also present. They 
told me 


j about the same story I beard last even- 


ing. 
T questioned some of the boys and 


found the former statement to be correct 
as given .by them. Jn the conversation 
T had with the parents they admitted 


I that they could not always 
rely 
on 


what, the children said, and cited a few 
incidents where ihey were found not to 
be telling the truth. I also questioned 
other room mates of the Kortemeier boy 
and thev had not seen the teacher pun- 
ish him at all. The father told me that 
he would not hold the teacher responsi- 
ble for the boy's sickness or death, which 
I trust, the Journal will make known. 1 
deeply regret to know that this affair 
lias happened and trust that you will be 
considerate in the matter."

CEDAR EAPIDS, la., Feb. 20.—Ten 


lives, according to the best information 
obtainable under difficulties were lost in 
a fire which this morning destroyed the 
Clifton hotel in this city. The fire start- 
ed at 2:30 o'clock and at If) o'clock the 
smouldering debris furnished so fierce a 
heat that search for bodies was impossi- 
ble. The list of dead may prove larger 
than the number given, but it is hoped 
that the information which accounts for 
all but this number is correct. 


Two persons were fatally injured and 


two score or more were, injured, more or 
less severely, mostly by jumping from 
windows. 
The work 
of learning 
the 


names of the dead is rendered difficult 
by the loss of the hotel register, which 
was burned. 


The hotel, a three story brick veneer- 


ed structure, is said to have been a veri- 
table fire trap. The. flames started in a 
pile of rubbi/h in the basement, presum- 
ably ignited by defective electric light 
wires. The night clerk was on the third 
floor when the cry of fire, raised by a 
bell boy, startled him. He took up the 
cry and in nri instant the hall ways were 
choked with frightened guests. A rush, 
was made for the stairways. It was then 
that the crowd already collected in the 
street heard heart-rending cries of an- 
guish and desperation, for the fire, feed- 
ing ravenously on the tinder-like mater- 
ial of the lower floor, had completely cut 
off escape. 


There followed a stampede for the win- 


dows, the only means of exit left. 
The 


street below was now filled with a crowd 
scarcely less frantic than the despairing 
ones in the fast burning building. 


'•It was like a Dore picture of Inferno 


sprung to life," said one spectator in de- 
scribing the scene. The flames, looking 
blood-red 
from 
reflection against the 


snow, lit up the pale, drawn faces of the 
people in the windows with the 
glow 


that was unearthly." 


The facilities ot the fire department 


were meager and each moment's delay 
increased the panic that already prevail- 
ed, as one after another the human forms 
were seen to hurl themselves from the 
windows and dash against the pavement 
below. 
Limbs were 
broken 
and 
the 


writhing mass of humanity that rapidly 
accumulated 
constituted 
a 
sickening 


sight. Those who fumped from the third 
story windows had little hope of surviv- 
ing the frightful leap, but few hesitated 
as the flames came nearer and nearer. 


Miss Xettie Curns was the last to leave 


the burning structure and had sustained 
terrible burns before she sprang 
from 


the window sill on which she. had sought 
refuge. 
.The victims were literally driven by 


the flames to jump. Nearly every one of 
them lingering to the- last moment, urg- 
ed bv ;he people belo-.v to wait as long 
as possible in the hope 
of assistance. 


Then a cry would tell that the fire had 
reached them, or the smoke bad made, 
it impossible to breathe, and one after 
another jumped, some to the street and 
some, more fortunate, to the roofs 
of 


buildings adjoining. 
In n .short space of 


time the street was filled with mm and 
women bruised, battered, broken-limbed 
ami half crazed. All were in their night 
garments. In an hour St. Luke's hospi- 
tnl contained fifteen injured, while many 
more, chiefly those who 
hnd 
escaped 


with comparatively slight hurts were be- 
ing cared for in buildings near the scene 
of the tragedy. Some who jumped owe 
their lives to the fact that their falls 
were broken by telegraph wires which 
interposed in their downward flight. 


A number of the guests who were able 


to converse calmly following their escape 
declared that they stumbled over pros- 
trate bodies .as they rushed to the win- 
dows. The flames were literally chasing 
them, and the smoke made it almost im- 
possible to breathe. 


The proprietor of the hotel placed his 


estimate of number of people in 
the 


building at between seventy and eighty. 
Many of -them were delegates 
to 
the 


state convention of die 
Young 
Men's 


Christian association, which began here 
yesterday. 


Those who were first to escape, where 


they were not too severely injured, stood 
for some time barefooted in the snow, 
chained to the spot, and rendered un- 
conscious of cold by the horror of the 
scene. Many of them had to 
be led 


away. 


At 11 o'clock the only one of the. miss- 


ing whose name was kno\vn was W. A. 
Mowry. 


The. 
bodies'of W. A. Mowry and an un- 


known woman were taken from the ruins 
shortly after 11 o'clock. The bodies were 
frightfully charred. Searchers arc now 
at work. 


Three more bodies were removed from 


the ruins shortly before 2 o'clock. 


Their condition was such a« to pre- 


clude identification. 
Three or four 
of 


ihe injured are believed to be dying. 


Alarming. 


Dr. C. E. Evans states that rabies is 


prevailing to an alarming extent among 
stock throughout the county. On one 
occasion he discovered a whole herd of 
porkers afflicted with that disease and 
yesterday at North Point found horses 
winch were suffering from it also. He 
was called out to treat a sick horse, own- 
by a man named Cole, and he said the 
symptoms were unmistakably those of 
rabies. The animal was considered quite 
valuable and had only been purchased a 
short time previous. It had to he shot. 


The horse was bitten about six weeks 


ago by its owner's dog which at the 
same time was suffering from rabies. 
Other stock was also bitten by the dog, 
it is said, and it is feared there will be 
a general epidemic. The farmers are a 
little uneasy over the knowledge of this 
discovery and to prevent 
a 
further 


spread may put into force steps that will 
mean a wholesale slaughter of the coun- 
try bred canines. Something 
will no 


doubt be done and if the action is not 
in the direction aforesaid, then the}' will, 
according to the .talk of some, prevail 
upon the authorities 
of the 
place to 


adopt the same plan as is in vogue in the 
city of Racine, muzzle each dog. 


Dr. Evans has a book describing hy- 


drophobia in its various forms and it al- 
so gives 
precautions to observe 
for 


guarding against the disease, which will 
be valuable to the public in genera], es- 
pecially at this time. They are as fol- 
lows: 


Beware of a dog which begins to be 


sick. AH such dogs must be suspected. 


Beware especially of one which is sad, 


morose, and seeks for solitude; which 
does not know where to rest; which goes 
and comes, rambles about, snaps 
and 


barks without reason, whose looks are 
dull and gloomy, and whose bright ex- 
pression is lost. 


Beware of a dog which looks about 


and attacks imaginary phantoms. 


Beware of one which is suddenly too 


affectionate, asking for your earresses 
by his pitiful and repeated cravings. 


By observing the above rule? one may 


protect himself from the dangers to ex- 
posure in homes where family pet dogs 
are kept. It is not only necessary to 
rear the bites of dogs but also their 
saliva, that may become transferred to 
the person of anyone during their caress- 
es, which might 
be termed poisoned 


kisses.

MADISON, Feb. 20—After a spirited 


debate lasting more than an hour the as- 
sembly yesterday morning, by a vote of 
34 to 04, sustained the governor's veto 
of the bill providing for twenty-one ad- 
ditional legislative employes.

Prank A. Cady, who is re- 
garded as the administration leader on 
the floor, led the opposition. .

to override the 
veto 
twenty-five are 


Republicans and 
nine Democrats.

Fridd, Hanim, Hartung, P. Johnson, 
Lang, Lane, Miller, Kay, Reed, Reynolds, 
Sidler. Slade, A. E. Smith, Thicssenhaus- 
en, Valentine,

Westfahl, 


White and Willott. The Democrats are 
Messrs. Bartzen, Crowley, Haderer, Han- 
nifin, Hassa, Rarely C. H. Smith, Szyraar- 
ek and Timlin. 


Assemblyman Dixon of Racine, voted 


to sustain the governor's veto. 


The assembly committee on judiciary 


had a wrestle yesterday with the co-eb- 
ploye bills. The first bill taken up was 
one to abolish 'contributory negligence 
as a defense. 
' 


Mr. Khiel, a Milwaukee lawyer, ap- 


peared in behalf of the state federation 
of labor, and spoke on the subject of neg- 
ligence laws: he did not think the de- 
cisions of the courts were calculated to 
dispense justice to all. The rules regard- 
ing negligence were too loose, and he 
considered contributory negligence the 
most involved. 


M. C. Ring, attorney for the Chicago 


and Northwestern 
Railroad 
company, 


said there was nothing to delve in about 
contributory negligence. The doctrine 
of contributory negligence, he said, was 
as firmly fixed as the law of supply and 
demand. It was a part of the very or-, 
ganic Imv of the world. It had been in 
effect since the days of the Garden of 
Eden, where neglecting to-obey produced 
its effects. 
He then talked of railway 


accidents, and said that without the de- 
fense of contributory neglect an emo- 
tional lawyer before a jury would have 
all business at his mercy. He then said 
that what might do in an ideal state of 
society, would not work in the present 
state of affairs. 
The speaker did not 


believe there was lack of confidence in 
courts in the minds of the people: The 
testing of contributory negligence, he 
said, merely showed who is to blame. If 
a man was at fault he could not expect 
some one else to pay for it. 


Henry Cochems or" Milwaukee said he 


was asked to represent 10,000 organized 
men on this subject, and he considered 
the subject more important than taxa- 
tion. He asked that a further hearing 
be granted, which was done, and both 
bills were put over until next Thursday. 


Several similar bills were also put over 


one week. 


Carl Jlrockhaiiscn, secretary 
of 
the 


State Federation of Labor, took the floor 
against the garnishec bill. He said that 
as the bill stands it strikes all labor, 
and he did not want the whole body pun- 
ished to reach a few deadbeats. Common 
lobor, he declared, pays its debts, while 
clerks and other salaried people are apt 
to live beyond their moans and can not 
pay their 
debts. 
He asked that the 


present exemption law be kept up. Oth- 
er men, he said, have their property ex- 
empt, and why should not labor have its 
exemption of wages? 


Two bills introduced by Mr. Donald of 


Dane were unfavorably reported. One, 
which was introduced by request, pro- 
vides for the distribution of a history 
of the Standard Oil company and mag- 
azine article 
concerning 
the 
United 


States senate to county superintendents, 
city superintendents and teachers. The 
other provides that school books shall 
not be changed oftcner than every three 
years. 
><U TAX FOR BEET SNGAR PLANTS. 


The assembly judiciary committee fav- 


orably reported the Ainsworth bill, No. 


318A, 
exempting beet sugar factories and 


other property used in connection with 
LUC production -of beef, sugar from taxa- 
tion for a period of ten years. The com- 
mittee recommended that the bill be 
amended so as to cut down the period of 
exemption from ten to live years, and so 
as not to include land on which sugar 
beets were grown. 


In the assembly last night, the state 


affairs committee reported for indefinite 
postponement the Irvine bill 
making 


lobbying a crimo and punishable by ,1 
lino not exceeding $1,000 or imprison- 
ment from one to thtee years or both. 
Several days ago the same committee 
'«5j>ortcd unfavorably oil .this measure, 


but its author, Mr. Irvine, said that he 
had not'lmd a chance to-be heard before 
the committee and.succeeded in getting 
it re-referred. Mr. Irvine .expects 
to 


make a fight on the floor in favor of the 
bill. 


The committee on finance, banks- and 


insurance favorably reported . bill No. 
151A, amending the law relating to mu- 
tual fire insurance companies so as to 
provide that each company must have 
150 members owning $150,000 worth of 
property in order to incorporate. The 
committee unfavorably reported bill No. 
460A, relating to the powers of mutual 
building a.nd loan associations. 


State Factory Inspector A. C. Backus 


and the six assistant factory inspectors 
of the state are preparing to strenuous- 
ly oppose the bill introduced in the leg- 
islature providing for dividing the state 
into ten inspection districts and for the 
appointment of one inspector, who shall 
be a. practical mechanic, in each district. 


KEFUSED TENDEE OF $33 


F. J. Osins Declined to Accept 


Money Paid by Him for 


Rental of Stand. 


F. J. Osius, the Main street milliner, 


does not propose to remove his display 
stand located on the vacant lot in the 
court house yard regardless of trouble or 
expense. Mr. Myers, county purchasing 
agent, called upon Mr. Osius this morn- 
ing and wanted him to accept as a re- 
bate, his rental money, the sum of $33, 
and also urged him to remove the stand. 
The legality of Mr. Osius' claim will have 
to oe decided upon by the courts. 


Mr. Osius thinks that his competitors 


are jealous of his way of advertising. He 
understood that some of his contempor- 
aries were going to have him arrested 
for trespassing, and unless he removed 
the stand they would. Osius 
further 


states that he will give a reward of $100 
for the arrest and conviction of any 
person caught in an act of this kind. 


"I do intend

THE BEEF TRUST DECISION 


Judec Grosscup Holds Objections of Pack- 


ers Are Not Well Founded. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: Judge 
Gross- 


cup's decision in the case of the United 
States against Swift & Co. and others 
sweeps 
aside the technical objections 


raised by the packers in reply to the 
charge that they were conducting a com- 
bination in restrain of trade. 


In order to understand the bearings 


of the decision it must be remembered 
that the packers when brought before 
the court did not attempt to controvert 
the facts alleged by the government to 
show that ihey were restraining trade 
between the 
states and 
with foreign 


countries. 
They exercised their 
priv- 


ilege of denying that the acts alleged 
against them constituted 
an 
cft'ense 


within the meaning of the law. and they 
raised other technical objections. 


Judge Grosscup decides that this de- 


nial and these objections are not well 
founded. 
He decides that the govern- 


ment's complaint shows the packers are 
engaged 
in interstate commerce. 
He 


decides that it shows a case of unlawful 
combination in restrain of trade. 
He 


decides that tnc government has made 
out a. priiua facie ease of violation of 
tne law- by the packers, who, therefore, 
if they wish to escape from the prohibi- 
tion laid upon them by the courts, must 
come in and show that the evidence does 
not sustain the charge. As the court 
sn.ys: 


"There can be no doubt that the agree- 


ment of the defendants to refrain from 
bidding against each other in the pur- 
chase of cattle is a combination in re- 
straint of trade; so, also, their agree- 
ment to bid up prices to stimulate ship- 
ments, intending to cease from bidding 
when the shipments have arrived. The 
same result follows when we turn to the 
combination of defendant's to fix prices 
upon, and restrict 
the 
quantities of, 


meat shipped to their agents or their 
customers. Such agreements 
can be 


nothing less than restriction upon com- 
petition, and, therefore, combination in 
restraint of trade." 


For these reasons the court overrules 


the demurrer of the packers and grants 
a 
preliminary 
injunction 
forbidding 


them to persist in the acts complained 
of. That is to say, the court continues 
the prohibition already laid upon the 
packers until such time as they shall 
come into court and show that the evi- 
dence offered in support of the charge 
against them is either false or is misin- 
terpreted 
by the government and so 


shall prove that they have not been vio- 
lating the )a\y as charged. In a word, 
the packers ' must 
either 
meet 
the 


charges against them upon their merits 
or confess that their acts have been con- 
trary to the law. 


"It may be true," 
observes 
Judge 


Grosscup, "that the way of 
enforcing 


any decree under this petition is beset 
with difficulties, and that a literal en- 
forcement may result in a vexatious in- 
terference with defendants' affairs. But 
the Sherman act is the law of the land, 
and to the law as it stands both court 
and people fnust yield obedience."

LITTI/EPIBI.D-.S GREAT SPEECH O.\ 


TRfSTS. 


If Congressman Littlefield has griev- 


ances that liis bill relating to trusts has 
not received the consideration it deserv- 
ed, in view of the labor he bestowed up- 
on his measure, and his ajble speech in 
the house, surely he is not to be blamed. 
It is not so certain yet the senate may 
not take up the matter from ils judi- 
ary committee who are favorably dispos- 
ed towards the bill, though they have 
amended it in several important particu- 
lars. 


The speech of Congressman LitllefieM 


in the house on Feb. litli. was an exhaus- 
tive, treatise in fact upon trusts; 
He 


minced no words, nor in any manner un- 
derrated the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, liis compilation of trusts, or what 
are popularly known 
as trusts, 
and 


whinn are trusts despite the definition 
of trusts as per Congressman .Tonkins 
and Senator Han nix and some others, is 
complete. He analyzes what lie styles 
industrial trusts and what he names lo- 
cal and ''natural trusts." In the latter

street. The room in which' he' was 'be- 
iegecl had 'to be set on nrc and the fire 
lepartment called out before Sims could 
)e driven from his post. As he attempt- 
ed to .escape, still carrying his gun he 
was shot down. The body was taken to 
the morgue without any demonstration 
from a mob of several thousand negroes 
tvho crowded the vicinity of the tragedy- 
liitense excitement prevailed while the 
siege lasted. 


The origin of the trouble was trivial. 


Sims occupied a.room.in the boarding 
house in -which there were seven beds. 
On retiritigrtet,night; he.locked the door 
and when the landlord early this morn- 
ing astkedr'hjm to-open'so-that'another 
lodger might be'admitte'a.tSim. refused. 
Tliert tlie landlord''sent-'-for' the police. 
Efforts, to'persuade Sims to open the door 
failed ami a .Role was ^smashed in it. 
Through 'the aperature Sims'.shot a pis- 
tol out of one hand and a lantern'out of 
i.ie other of Officer Windstein, who tried 
to enter. Thereupon additional . police 
were sent for nad tlic house surrounded. 


After the .additional police had arriv- 


ed the negro landlord and an officer again 
went to the room and pleaded with Sinis 
to come out and surrender. 


""No I won't," he answered with an 


oath. "I'll shoot if you don't go away. 
I am not going to leave here. They'll 
burn me in oil. They'll fry me." . 


Sims had piled some of the furniture 


in the room against the door and was 
prepared to :flght for his life. As the 
landlord and the officer retreated the 
desperado fired at them without 'doing 
any damage. Supt. Journee decided that 
there was nothing to be done but to 
einoke the negro out. An alarm 
was 


turned in and a portioil of the fire de- 
partment brought to the scene. 


A quantity of cotton, oil and sulphur 


was sent for, a match applied and the 
blazing substances hurled into the room, 
every avenue of escape being guarded 
by a policeman. Tlie 'furniture in the 
room caught quickly., filling the - place 
with smoke -and flame. Sims' hung on to 
his hiding place until lie was nearly suf- 
faeated and then made a'break to escape. 
As he appeared at the door^ Patrolman 
Fred Smith'fired" at him; The negro 
staggered, mortally wounded. Instantly 
other policemen fired, on him. He had 
scarcely 'fallen to .the.'f oor when he was 
dead. 


The firemen extinguished the flames 


and the body was dragged out and driv- 
en through a lane of excited negroes to 
the police station. 


Examination of the room showed that 


Sims had gotten possession of 
Officer 


Windstein's revolver after shooting it 
from his hand.
